McCabe was leaving his farm 
home two es east of Lockport 
when an automobile in which 
three men were riding blocked 
theroad. Two of the men got into 
his machine and placed a blind- 
fold over his eyes, the third man 4 
following in the other automobile. 

After driving a short, distance, 
the victim reported, the two men 
began to beat him with the butts 
of their revolvers. After taking 
$40 from him, they dragged him 
from the machine and beat him 
with a bar. McCabe was found 
by Elmer Rowley, dean of Joliet 
Junior College, who investigated 
cries for help and found the pub- 
lisher lying in a ditch near his 
abandoned automobile. 

“Good Chance” to Live. 


McCabe was near death when 

brought to St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
but later rallied. His physician 
said today he has “a good chance” 
to Il through. 
At the hospital, McCabe’s first 
words were: “Well, they finally 
got me.” He did not explain 
whom he meant by “they.” A 
police guard was posted at his 
bedside against the possibility of 
“gg second attack. 

Edward G. Powers, 4 special 
investigator for the State’s Attor- 
ney, said McCabe told him “politi- 
cal enemies” were responsible for 
the attack. He quoted the pub- 
lisher as saying, “the only thing 
1 can attribute it tos politics.” 

Since 1936, McCabe has pub- 
lished “T’-e Spectator,” a weekly 
often des™ ibed as “politically out- 
spoken.” In news stories and in 
a signed column, “Thinking It 
Over,” he had attacked gambling 
interests, incompetence in the 
high school board and machine 
politics. 

McCabe yesterday afternoon 
told his secretary, Miss Mollie 
Zelko, the campaign for precinct 
committeeman was “getting 
rough” and he feared he might 
be beaten up, but he did not elab- 
orate. 

McCabe was beaten once before 
for his outspoken editorials. In 
1936 he was attacked by Leahm 
Kelly, then a deputy sheriff. Kelly 
later was killed while reigning as 
the “juke-box king” of Will county.

The Air Forces would receive 
$315,000,000 and the Naval Bureau 
of Aeronautics $215,000,000 of the 
new contract authority. 

All of the funds were earmarked 
for airplane construction and pro- 
curement, 

The extra three billions proposed 
by Truman for defense purposes 
for the new fiscal year would 
boost the total defense outlay for 
the year to 14 billion dollars. The 
President’s original defense budget 
in January called for 11 billion. 

Steelman Statement.

system now being made by of- 
ficial agencies. 

Federal income taxes of West- 
ern Electric last year were 35 
times larger than the year before. 
Tits net income, or profit, soared 
to the highest level since 1940, the 
last year preceding the wartime 
excess profits tax. 

An office. memorandum of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion staff has disclosed that sig- 
nificance is attached to the in- 
come tax increase, the Post-Dis- 
patch has learned. The investi- 
gation of Western Electric prices 
and profits is being made by staff 
representatives of FCC and the 
National Association of Railroad 
& Utility Commissioners. The 
memorandum, employing round 
figures, said: 

“Western Electric has been) 
showing a profit of $15,000,000 to 
25,000,000 (annually) in recent 
years and showed $32,000,000 for 
1947. Its report to stockholders 
for 1947 shows that income taxes 
amounted to about $36,000,000, 
which would mean a taxable in- 
come of about $95,000,000—or a 
profit of about $60,000,000 after 
deducting income taxes. It ap- 
pears that nearly half of this 

_ profit was hidden in the numerous 
large reserves the company main- 
tains.” 

$28,326,000 Last Year. 

Last year’s net charges by 
Western Electric for its various 
reserve funds and a kindred ac- 
count amounted to $28,826,000. 
Among the answers being sought 
in the investigation is whether 
these charges, which were part 
of the operating costs, constituted 
half of any “hidden profits,” and, 
if there is such a concealed gain, 
where the other half is to be 
found. 

All told, these reserve accounts, 
totaling $191,041,000 at the end of 
last year, are equivalent to almost 
one fourth of Western's Electric’s 
nassets. 

The depreciation reserve for re- 
placement or retirement of worn- 
out plant facilities has reached a. 
new high mark of $127,544,000. Last 
year’s entry in this account was. 
$10.876,000. The total of this re- 
serve is slightly less than half of 
the amount claimed for investment 
in plant. Heavy cuts were made 
by Western Electric in 1946 in the 
rates on which it based its annual 
depreciation charges. Nevertheless 
last year’s depreciation charges 
were 65 per cent higher in volume

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
Italians got a “manifesto of 
peace” today from Americans in- 
terested in the April 18 elections, 

A group including Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and CIO Presi- 
dent Philip Murray dispatched the 
“manifesto of peace” to Italian 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi, 

They declared “the American 
people are proud to reaffirm the 
strong bondg that have always 
existed and always must exist 
between the people of Italy and 
ourselves.” The signers also sald 
they are with the ltallan people 
“wholeheartedly in their struggle 
to maintain their freedom and 
their dignity in a world that is 
again darkened with the threat of 
oppression and slavery.” 

In another development, the 
State Department announced that 
some 200,000 tons of scrap steel 
has been made available to Italy 
by the United States to relieve the 
critical shortage in Italian indus- 
try. 

The department said 80,000 tons 
of demilitarized German and 
American ammunition had been 
made available from the United 
States zone of Germany, and that 
80,000 tons of scrap has _ been 
turned over to Italy recently by 
the United States Maritime Com- 
mission. The United States al- 
ready had renounced its share of 
lialian naval vessels awarded to 
it under the peace treaty. 

The State Department denied 
Communist charges that Italy is 
being forced to export scrap iron 
and steel to the United States. 
The department said it is true 
that some scrap has been shipped 
from Italian ports to the United 
States, but that this scrap is owned 
by an American company, the 
Canterbury Corp., which bought it 
in Germany. 

“No Italian scrap is being 
shipped to the United States,” the 
department said categorically. 
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were permitted to indicate both 
first and second choices.

Communists Said to 


Concession Before Voting Day—Hint 
at Propaganda Coup. 


Seek Major Moscow

ROME, April 8 (AP)—Itallan 
Communist leaders have sent a 
desperate appeal to Russia to of- 
fer a major concession to Italy 
on the eve of the April 18 general 
election, a foreign informant said 
last night. 

“Either the Soviets have aban- 
doned their Communist allies in 
Italy in the face of snow-balling 
Government strength or they are 
preparing a sensational last-min- 
ute diplomatic blow,” the infor- 
mant added, 


Top flight American observers 
said Communists: were losing 
ground in the election and they 
anticipated a spectacular propa- 
ganda move by the Communists to 
“bolater their stand. 


Both Communists and  anti- 
Communists indicated they ex- 
pected some kind of propaganda 
blow in favor of the Communists, 
but there was no definite word 
on what form it would take. 


Said a high Communist party 
political agent: 


“IT can assure you that the last 
big electoral coup will be in favor 
of the Communist-led popular 
front.”

(In Trieste, the Allied Military 
Government announced today that 
limited power would be trans- 
ferred to local civilian hands in 
the British-American zone of the 
free territory Monday. Commu-

(A Military Government official 
denied a Trieste newspaper com- 
ment that the move was designed 
to pave the way for handing over 
the free territory to Italy.

“A Soviet agreement to let Italy 
have Trieste if we gave back the 
colonies would really give us the 
hot foot,” the expert commented. 

The Soviet Union has indicated 
it favors putting the colonies un- 
der Italian trusteeship. A com- 
mission representing Russia, the 
United States, France and Britain 
is touring to study the problem. 
The four powers have agreed to 
await the commission’s report be- 
fore reaching any decision. 


Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethi- 
opla has made known he would 
consider it an unfriendly act if 
Eritrea were returned to Italy. 


The American expert said a So- 
viet move in favor of returning 
the colonies to Italy on eve of the 
elections “would not give us time 
to reply, and would put us in a 


bad position so far as the elections 
/are concerned.” 


Labor Split Rumors. 


Another factor contributing to 
Communist nervousness were ru- 
mors that the Communist-led Con- 
federation of Labor might split 
over the Marshall plan. 


Leftists are ingoring a proposal 
from the anti-Communist minor- 
ity in the confederation to map 
labor support for American aid in 
Italy. To many Italian minds the 
choice ‘at the polls has become the 
Marshall plan—a synqnym of “for 
America” and “againgt Russia.” 

Meanwhile, the Commu nist- 
backed popular front attacked the 
letter-writing campaign of Italian- 
Americans urging Communist de- 
feat in the elections. 

Italians in America have sent a 
flood of letters to Italy, and this 
attack against them was seen by 
some as an indication the letters 
are having considerable effect. 

Avanti, the newspaper of the 
pro-Communist Socialist front, 
gave its entire back page to a 
multi-colored broadside against the 
letters, It urged that the page be 
cut out and pasted up as a poster. 

In the Emilia region, whose cap- 
ital town of Bologna is often 
called the Italian Kremlin, 3000 
carabinieri were reported to have 
carried out extensive radio- 
directed maneuvers yesterday. 

Dispatches in Rome newspapers 
said the carabinieri were called 
out in the Communist stronghold 
towns of Bologna, Ferraram Ra- 
venn and Modena as an exercise. 
They used 18 armored vehicles and 
moved to concentration points by 
radio direction, 

The dispatches said there were 
about 20,000 carabinieri in the 
north’s “Red belt” between Rimini 
and Reggio Emilia.

Idea That Foreign Capi-

BOGOTA, April 8 (AP)—The 
United States, officials said today, 
wants more oil from Latin Amer 
ica to help overcome a critical 
shortage. It is interested in reach- 
ing a sound economic agreement 
in the current ninth Pan American 
Conference here in an effort to 
make Latin America one of its 
leading petroleum suppliers, they 
said, , 

The United States now depends 
heavily upon Middle Kastern coun- 
tries for oil. Informants said, how- 
ever, that political difficulties in 
that area and the Jack of econom- 
ical transportation facilities work 
against boosting Middle East pro- 
duction. 

The United States Government 
was reported to have advised Latin 
America of this situation and 


asked that exploration be made 
for new petroleum sources. 


Mexico, Venezuela and Colombia 
now are the 1 Latin Amer?i- 
can oil producers. United States 
officials believe other American 
republics offer good possibilities. 


Several countries are willing to 
go ahead with new explorations.

The Mexican Government has 
informed the United States that if 
machinery is made available, the 
oil output there will be raised 
considerably.

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ALDERMANIC BODY REPORTS 
BILL ON HOUSING STANDARDS 


Immediate actions by the Board 
of Aldermen on a proposed ordi- 
nance to require minimum stand- 
ards of lighting, ventilation and 
sanitation in dwelling units is as- 
sured by the approval yesterday of 
the measure by the aldermanic 
committee on public safety. 


The committee, before which 
the measure has been pending 
since last October, reported the 
bill out favorably with two sug- 
gested amendments. The bill will 
be brought up for final action to- 
morrow at the board’s last meet- 
ing of the 1947-48 fiscal year. 

The bill, proposed by the City 
Plan Commission and sponsored 
by the city administration as a 
means of checking the spread of 
blighted areas in St. Louis, re- 
quires each dwelling unit to con- 
tain toilet facilities, minimum 
amounts of window and “floor 
areas, and compliance with mu- 
nicipal safety, building and sani- 
tary codes, 


Floor Space Ruie. 

Dwelling units must contain at 
least 75 square feet of floor area 
for each person and no habitable 
room shall contain less than 70 
square feet of floor area, the bill 
states. At least one room in the 
unit shall have 125 square feet 
of floor area and no sleeping room 
shall have less than 50 square feet 
per person. 

The ‘bill also required a mini- 
mum ceiling height of 8 feet, but 
this was changed to 7 feet 6 inches 
by the committee. 

All habitable rooms must be 
provided, with electric fixtures so

William Kobert of Doniphan, a 
Veteran, had filed to oppose Zim- 
merman for the Democratic nom- 
ination this year, but he is at a 
disadvantage because he does not 
live in one of the “cotton coun- 
ties” of the district, where three 
fourths of the Democratic vote ts 
cast. 

So far there has been no dis- 
cussion of possible Republican 
. Candidates. The district is almost 
certainly Democratic and some 
doubt has been expressed that the 
Republicans will make a nomina- 
tion. However, in the light of 
their belief that this is a “Repub- 
lican year,” they probably will 
have a candidate if for no other 
Purpose than to attempt to show 
a Republican gain over previous 
elections in this strong Demo- 
cratic area. 

Always Democratic. 

The district. never has been 
tepresented by a Republican since 
its creation in its present form. 
Zimmerman carried it in the presi- 
dential year of 1944 by 13,114 in a 
total vote of 97,372, and in the 
off-year election of 1946 by 13,072 
in a total vote of 61,400. 

The s#pecial election, of which a 
notice of 10 days muat be given, 
undoubtedly will be held before 
April 27, the last filing day for 


candidates in the August primary. | 


The Congressman chosen at the 
gpecial election will be expected 
to file for election to a full term 
in November, and the strategy 
will be to give the candidate in 
the general election whatever ad- 
vantage may lie ‘in his having 
made a previous campaign of the 
district.

Abdul Khadder Husseini, couns- 
in of the exiled Mufti of Jerusa- 
lem and commander of the Arab 
Judean army, was killed in the 
operation, Arab officials said. He 
had led the assault on the Jewish 
position. 


Arab officials said 40 Jews were 
killed and 70 wounded in the 
fight. But the British army’s re- 
port said casualties were 30 Jews 
wounded and six Arabs injured, 
one fatally. ‘ 

The six-day battle for Mount 
Kastel was one of the most bitter 
in the four and one-half months

of strife which began with the 
United Nations vote to partition 
Palestine. 

The Jews rushed the hill Satur- 
day before dawn and held it. 
They hurled back almost constant 
Arab counter‘attacks on the posi- 
tion, site of an ancient Roman 
fortress. The Arabs finally broke 
through a barrage of mortar and 
automatic weapon fine to take the 
position. 

Jewish occupation of the hilltop 
was a first step in an attempt to 
blast open the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv 
highway so that much-needed 
food for Jews of Jerusalem might 
get through. Jerusalem also is 
threatened by a critical water 
shortage. 

Meanwhile, Fawzi Bey al Kau- 


kji, commander of the Arab vol- 
unteer army, told a correspondent | 
last night in his northern Pales- 
tine headquarters:

individual viewpoints,” the state- 
ment said. “Let us always preserve |

TRIPOLIS, Greece, April 8 (UP) 
—King Paul of Greece and Amer- 
fean Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
had a brush with trouble today 
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when a guard train going just 
ahead of the special train on 
which they were traveling was de- 
‘railed and tumbled down an em- 
bankment. 

Authorities reported that a quick 
check turned up no sign of sabo- 
tage, and for the time being they 
were regarding the derailment as 
an accident. Four soldiers were 
injured, none seriously, when five 
chrs of the guard train rolled 
down a 15-yard embankment after 
the engine left the rails. 

The train carrying King Paul 
and a party of American and Brit- 
ish officers on a tour to inspect 
Greek Army units, was traveling 
close behind, but was brought to 
a halt 100 yards short of the place 
where the advance guard was de- 
railed.

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How the New Tax Law Changes the 
Taxation of Zs/a/es of Married Couples 


— new tax Jaw makes important changes in 

the taxation of estates. If you are married 
and have a substantial estate, the change in the 
law may make a change in your will advisable. 
If your estate is less than $60,000 in amount or if 
you are unmarried, the change in the tax law 


will not affect your estate. 


If you are married you will have the option of 
exempting up to one-half of your estate from taxa- 
tion at the time of your death and postponing 
the tax on that portion of your estate until your 
wife's death. To postpone the tax on half of your 
estate you must dispose of that portion of your 
estate in such a manner as to make it taxable in 
your wife's estate. If your will leaves your estate 
in trust for your wife you can accomplish this by 
giving her a general power of appointment giving 
her the right to dispose of half your estate, You 
may also postpone the tax on half of your estate 
by leaving half of it outright to your wife. Half of 
your estate is treated identically from the tax 
standpoint whether you leave it outright to your 
wife, or leave it in trust for her subject to her 


right to dispose of it.

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The Strange Palestine Shift 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are at a loss to understand the 
change in policy of this nation toward 
the whole Palestine issue. For this na- 
tion now to take the lead to scuttle the 
decision of the United Nations in favor 
of partition, for a United Nations trus- 
teeship, seems most unrealistic. 

The first question that naturally arises 
is, “Who is to enforce the trusteeship?” 
It appears reasonable that it will take a 
larger force to enforce trusteeship, which 
neither side approves, than it would to 
enforce partition, which was accepted 
by the Jews. 

To believe that a permanent solution 
of the Palestine question can be achieved 
by agreement between Jews and Arabs 
is mere wishful thinking to say the 
least. Referring to this point, Herschel 
Johnson, one of the United States dele- 
gates to the United Nations, when dis- 
cussing the Palestine issue before the 
General Assembly's session on Palestine, 
declared: 

“I think there is no delegation here 
which does not know that no plan has 
ever been presented, either to this As- 
sembly or to the Mandatory Govern- 
ment during its long years of tenure, or 
in any other place, which would meet 
with the acceptance of both the Arabs 
and the Jews. No such plan has ever 
been presented, and I do not believe 
that any such plan will ever be pre- 
sented. If we are to effect thraugh the 
United Nations a solution of this prob- 
lem, it cannot be done without the use 
of the knife.” 

In keeping with our moral and politi- 
cal commitments during the past 25 
years and the many reports issued by 
special commissions extending over a 
period of almost 20 years, we believe 
that the United Nations decision to par- 
tition Palestine offers the best solution 
at this time.

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Protection for Democracy 


With the European Recovery Act, the United 
States has underwritten, economically, the proj- 
ect of Western European union. Now Congress 
must face the question of whether it. wants to 
underwrite it militarily as well. The five-power 
nucleus of a Western European union—Britain, 
France, the Low Countries and Luxembourg— 
are reportedly ready to ask a military alliance. 

The very existence of the Marshall plan, 
taken with the Truman doctrine, means that in 
effect the United States already has guafanteed 
the Western European democracies against ag- 
gression. What exists in effect ought to be given 
formal recognition in specific treaty or treaties. 
While there is no doubt that Scandinavia, Italy, 
Finland, France and the rest of Western Europe 
have been greatly emboldened by what already 
has been said and done, their determination to 
resist Communism would be further strength- 
ened by explicit rather than implied guarantees. 

Walter Lippmann makes the point today that 
in the 30-year history of Soviet Russia, not one 
country has enlisted under the Communist ban- 
ner except as the result of military aggression, 
or the threat of it, from Russia. Much of the 
popular strength that Communism attracts in 
a nation like Italy, or like Czechoslovakia before 
its recent surrender, results from fear of Rus- 
sian aggression and the desire to avoid re- 
prisals by being known in advance as pro-Com- 
munist. The people who prefer democracy to 
dictatorship should have assurance that they 
can exercise a free choice without fear of re- 
taliation. 

America has fought two wars to prove that 
it will not stand by and see the balance of power 
in Europe go to an imperialist aggressor. Is 
there any real doubt that we would fight again 
to prevent such a result? And is it not clear 
that by making our position plain, we can best 
avoid having to fight? 

Such an anti-aggression treaty presents noth- 
ing new in principle. At the close of the war, 
Secretary Byrnes offered France a 40-year non- 


aggression pact to protect against Germany.. 


Since that time Germany, for the present at 
least, has become a minor threat as compared 
with Russia. And not France only but the whole 
of Western Europe is involved. The principle 
should be extended as present circumstances 
demand. 

What would an American guarantee of the 
Western European nations provide? This can 
be answered in the words of Bernard Baruch 
in his testimony before the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee: “By guarantee I mean a 
firm promise to go to war in joint defense if 
any of them is attacked.” 

The bi-partisan foreign policy should be ex- 
tended to include a clear guarantee of Western 
Europe against aggression. If the issuance of 
such a guarantee were clearly foreshadowed 
now, it would be of great value to the demo- 
cratic forces in the election in Italy a week from 
next Sunday. 


A Descending Curve 

Inasmuch as Gov. Dewey's try in the Wis- 
consin primary was his third in as many presi- 
dential election years, it is in order to sum- 
marize his several performances for compara- 
tive purposes. They are as follows: 

1940—won 24 delegates. 
1944—won 17 delegates. 
1948—won 0 delegates. 

There is only one way to read a chart like 
this: the voters of Wisconsin like Tom Dewey 
less each time he runs. If he ever moves from 
Albany to the White House, it won't be on ac- 
count of encouragement in the Badger State. 
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Not Above the Law 

Federal Judge Goldsborough’s contempt cita- 
tion against John L. Lewis is fully justified by 
the law and the facts. The law prohibits irre- 
sponsible strikes against the national safety and 
welfare. The coal strike is such a strike, and 
Lewis has sponsored it. 

He has placed himself above the law and 
above the national welfare and should be held 
to account for his defiance. Such grievances as 
the coal miners may have could have been re- 
dressed by arbitration procedures prescribed in 
the contract. Characteristically, Lewis chose 
to ignore these procedures, violate the contract 
and invite industrial hardship on a. national 
scale. 

Lewis argues that the court’s order for the 
miners to return to work violates the consti- 
tutional prohibition against involuntary servi- 
tude. The argument will not stand. The order 
does not presuppose that the miners shall work 
indefinitely against their will, but only for a 
specified period in which the resources of me- 
diation are tried. If no settlement is thus 
reached, the minérs are then free to decide by 
secret ballot whether they wish to stay away 
from the pits. 

The stay of a strike during a cooling-off period 
has been accepted in law since enactment of 
the Railway Labor Act in 1926. The provision 
is just as necessary and defensible for miners 
as for railroad men. 

The present impasse is a repeat performance. 
For defiance of an anti-strike order issued by 
Judge Goldsborough in 1946, the United Mine 
Workers paid a fine of $700,000. It will be a 
pity if John L. Lewis’ stubbornness, eccentricity 
and lust for the limelight cost the miners a 
similar penalty again. 
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Insurance Against Economic Disaster 

Standby rationing and wage-price controls 
were turned down by Congress but the Council 
of Economic Advisers says they are needed more 
urgently than ever. Of course they are, for the 
country at last realizes that billions must be 
spent to save the peace. 

Before approving a multi-billion-dollar pro- 
gram for European recovery, Congress itself 
added hundreds of millions for China. It is 
resolved now to rebuild America’s military 
might, and the $2,388,000,000 that the House 
Armed Service Committee has just recom- 
mended for the Air Force is only the first of 
defense billions to come. Even without the 
untimely political tax reduction, the inflation- 
ary potential is frightening. 

Let no one delude himself that the United 
States will win campaigns against Communism 
here or anywhere else if inflation goes un- 
checked. America does not grow strong on 
business profiteering, or on strikes for higher 
wages to meet the cost of living or to seize a 
bigger piece of the pie. One sure way to-na- 
tional impotence is a boom and bust—the thing 
which Western Europe dreads in America and 
the Kremlin confidently expects. 

Congressmen may hope, as do we all, that

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The Berlin Plane Incident 


The Russian conduct with respect to the plane 
crash over Berlin, which cost the lives of 14 
persons on a British transport, including two 
Americans, is a long way from satisfactory. 

After apologizing and expressing “regret,” the 
Russians now throw the responsibility for the 
disaster on the British. The British reply is 
an unhesitating: “Palpably untrue.” 

The uncontroverted facts are that a fast Rus- 
sian fighter plane carrying only its pilot crashed 
with the transport over Berlin. The Russian 
plane fell in the British sector and the British 
transport in the Russian sector, where Russian 
guards held off the removal of the bodies for 

early 12 hours. 
; the Russian apology, such as it was, said that 
the British plane collided “with a Soviet plane 
which was attempting to land at the Soviet air- 
go does not square with the official British 
report which quoted eyewitnesses as saying the 
Red fighter plane was “frolicking” when it 
crashed into the British transport. 

The Russian attitude is well read in the fact 
that the Russian-controlled German papers in 
Berlin mentioned the tragedy only briefly and 
then took no note of the fact that the British 
Military Governor, Gen. Sir Brian Robertson, 
made a personal protest to Marshal Sokolovsky. 
Neither did these Russian-controlled papers re- 
cord the fact that the Russians pledged Allied 
planes unhindered access to Berlin in the future. 

The great wonder is that this very tragedy did 
not happen many months ago. Two years ago 
this summer, the buzzing of American planes by 
Russian pilots was almost a sport in*the inter- 
national air lane leading to Vienna. Not once 
but repeatedly, crashes were saved only because 
the American pilots performed miracles at the 
controls. Gen. Mark Clark protested these acts. 

The conclusion is inescapable that the United 
States should have been firm with the Reds on 
specific violations of agreements in both Berlin 
and Vienna right from the beginning. We over- 
lodked too much and the more we overlooked 
the more advantage the Russians took. And the 
more basis they had for believing that we were 
soft and would not ever stand up for our rights. 
To this extent at least, our policy has encour- 
aged the Russians to throw their weight around. 

The British deserve credit for their greater 
firmness. For they have stood up to the Rus- 
sians in Berlin when we were disposed to pass 
by one incident after another. Since this repre- 
sented State Department notions rather than the 
desire of our Army, it is all to the good that the 
military will stay in control in Germany beyond 
July 1, until recently the deadline for a turnover 
to the State Department.

A Triumph of Courage 

By stubborn courage and persistence, the 
Finns have emerged from their desperate diplo- 
matic wrestling with Russia with their inde- 
pendence relatively unimpaired. 

Finland pledges to preserve itself as a neu- 
tral buffer in case Russia is threatened with at- 
tack across Finnish territory by Germany or an- 
other state allied with Germany. But the treaty 
specifies that: 

Finland’s military forces are obligated to 
fight only on Finnish soil and not to serve 
elsewhere in the Soviet sphere or to de- 
fend the Soviet Union from attack else- 
where. 

The treaty provides that the two nations shall 
consult each other in the event of a threat of 
military attack involving possible violation of 
the Russo-Finnish frontier. This presupposes 
pressure by Russia for prompt Finnish assistance 
in such circumstances. But the clause is not 
highly significant, for such conferences and such 
pressure would be inevitable even without a 
treaty. In any event, Finland’s ability to resist 
pressure from its huge neighbor would depend 
on Finnish determination and upon the reaction 
of the rest of the world to Russian attempts at 
intimidation. 

In three different places, the Finns were abie 
to introduce into the treaty a declaration that 
the whole proceedings were designed to pro- 
mote international peace and security in accord 
with the principles of the United Nations, a con- 
siderable accomplishment. 

Finland has given an inspired example of in- 
dependence. Its case does not fully parallel 
that of Czechoslovakia, yet one wonders whether 
Czech democracy might not still be alive if Ed- 
uard Benes and Jan Masaryk had shown the spirit 
which characterized Finnish resistance under 
President Paasikivi and Prime Minister Pekkala.

At Racine, on April 2, where fully 1800 
persons gathered at the City Auditorium, 
21 questions were asked Stassen from the 
floor.

Stassen explained that his campaign 
money so far had come from some 22,000 
contributors, half from Minnesota, averag- 
ing $38 each, that no strings were at- 
tached, that no contribution over $1000 was 
accepted from anybody, and that he would 
be glad to have more such volunteer sub- 
‘scriptions as it cost a lot of money to 
run a campaign. 


He said he was opposed to a soldiers’ 
bonus on the ground that the country’s 
finances could not afford it and that the 
soldiers themselves would be better off 
with a sound national economy than with 
a Treasury handout, 


Would Ban Communist Party 


He said he thought the Taft-Hartley Act 
was essentially a sound package containing 
much that was good, much that was need- 
ed, and that if the Truman Administration 
had used it effectively it could have dealt 
better than it has been dealing with the 
meat-packing and coal strikes. 

He thought that Gov. Dewey grievously 
missed the point in arguing that the Com- 
munist danger in the United States could 
be dismissed on the ground that the Com- 
munists were roundly defeated at the polls 
in New York, as elsewhere. 

Stassen declared that because the Com- 
munist party “is a subversive arm of the 


. foreign policy of the Soviet Union, it ought 


to be outlawed as an organization in the 
United States.” He said it could be done 
by act of Congress and held that such an 
action would not violate freedom of speech 
sincé Americans would still be free to “ad- 
vocate” their views freely. 

He called upon the Republican party to 
support “the statesmanship of Senator Ar- 
thur H. Vandenberg.” 
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The Pediatricians’ Good Sense 
From the Des Moines Register 


A nation-wide survey of all factors in- 
volved in the medical! care of children is 
being completed by the American Academy 
of Pediatrics. As a result of its findings, 
the academy has asked Congress to appro- 
priate $5,000,000 to improve the nation’s 
child health services. 3 

The organization has appealed for fed- 
eral funds to help teach present and fu- 
ture doctors how to recognize and treat 
children’s diseases, and to encourage a bet- 
ter distribution of these trained physicians 
throughout the country. It would accom- 
plish the latter by having the Government 
allocate funds to enable states to offer 
pediatric fellowships to graduates of ap- 
proved medical schools, The recipient 
would agree to return to practice in an 
area of need within the state granting the 
fellowship. 

The survey found that children in rural 
areas are handicapped particularly in spe- 


clalist care, clinic care, and highly skilled 
diagnostic and treatment services. The 
health of these children, the academy con- 
cluded, is important to the well-being of 
the nation—and as such becomes a federal 
responsibility. 

It is significant that a medical associa- 
tion has come around to the view that fed- 
eral assistance is inevitable if the nation’s 
children are to receive adequate care, and 
that this assistance can be given without 
federal dictation. 

Dr. John P. Hubbard, director of the 
committee for improvement of child health, 
has expressed the academy's attitude as 
follows: 

“Not all of us share the American 
Medical Association’s philosophy of fear of 
socialized medicine. We know the time is 
coming when the Government will have to 
support medicine in some degree. We want 
to be in position to direct that support.” 


Between Book Ends 


Prejudice Crosses the Ocean 
THIS PRECIOUS DUST, by Rita Kissin. (Ziff-Davis 

Publishing Co., Chicago.) 

Although Rita Kissin is established aa 
a writer of children’s books, her first full- 
length novel proves she can write about 
the behavior of grown-ups. She may not 
have intended to produce a story for the 
screen, but “This Precious Dust” appears 
to have all the elements of a successful 
movie. It is an absorbing stery, deftly told 
with convincing characterizations. 

Throughout the novel is reflected Miss 
Kissin’s love for America, “this precious 
dust,” which provides a sanctuary for Julie 
Maast and, she be- 
lieves, offers hope 
for all peoples in the 
world. 

Twice Julie, the 
daughter of an orth- 
odox Bavarian rabbi, 
loves and marries 
gentiles. Hatreds 
and prejudices shat- 
ter her love and hap- 
piness, but she re- 
mains courageous 
and strong at heart. 

When only 17 she 
leaves her home and 
' mee is disowned by her 

Rita Kissin father wheh she 
marries Hans Brandt, the Aryan son of a 
Prussian colonel. Hans takes her to Lon- 
don, where he is attached to the German 
Embassy. Hitler comes into power and the 
Nazi party draws in its lines. Hans obeys 
Nazi instructions to divorce his Jewish 
wife, ship her to America and turn their 
young son over to Hitler Jugend schoojs. 

In New York, lonely and despondent, an 
Outcast because of Nazi hatreds, Julie 
struggigs to understand the loss of son, 
father and husband. Into this period of 
agony comes Peter Dawes, a Southern gen- 
tleman @ffering a love she feels dhe can- 
not accept. But he persists. They marry 
and settle in a comfortable home in 
Florida. There come new prejudices, blind 
and unreasoning. The entrance into their 
lives of Anya, a Polish orphan, all but 
smashes what ‘is left of Peter’s love. 

The belated recognition of the vicious- 
ness of intolerance which never before con- | 
cerned Peter, in the end, permits Julie to 
find and regain happiness and contentment. 
In fact, it comes so late and so suddenly 
that some readers may consider it little 
short of a miracle. This is but one of the 
situations which make the book a stimu- 
lating experience, 

Of late, there is considerable literature 
concerning racial prejudice. This reviewer 
doubts if any succeeds in being more con- 
vincing than Rita Kissin’s story of Julie 
Maast.

GABRIEL, by Justus E. Wyman. (The Beechhurst Press,

Venality and an implacable desire for 
security drive Gabriel Wilson from his un- 
certain existence as an indiscriminate 
actor-produceg, and into the more lucrative 
field of religious cultism. 

By preying upon the emotions of spiri- 
tually hungry people, he successfully as- 
sumes the character of the Angel Gabriel, 
returned to earth in human form. The 
cult, called the Disciples of Gabriel, soon 
embraces a large part of the country. 

The incredible growth of the organiza- 
tion is largely due to Gabriel’s unctuous 
personality and to a few succinct catch- 
phrases, His duplicity is at last exposed 
in a series of melodramatic events. 

The author makes no attempt to moral- 
lize. His novel is pure farce and if taken 
as such proves entertaining reading.

of the Republican voters of Wis- 
consin, who, despite their pride 
in a native son's glorious achieve- 
ments, could not bring themselves 
to write him a blank check on 
the nation’s future in this time of 
world crisis.” 

The opinion of the Newark Eve- 
ning News was that the results 
“make evident the growing ap- 
peal” of Stassen to “thoughtful 
Republicans who want a fresh 
start in 1948 with a candidate new 
to national politics, but whose 
qualifications are outstanding.” 

The Detroit Free Fress said 
that “we are not going to accept 
as final and conclusive the results 
of the Wisconsin primary” and 
added that “Wisconsin has never 
been a particularly reliable fore- 
caster of final results.” 

The Cleveland News said that 
“the movement for Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur fades into the back- 
ground. ... Despite his victory, 


Stassen still has a long way to go}- 


to reach up to a level of front- 
runners Taft and Dewey. But his 
Wisconsin spurt is an ominous 
threat to the latter and at the 
same time will be viewed as an 
assist for Taft in blocking out the 
New Yorker.” 

The Kansas City Star said that 
the election “virtually eliminated 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. . . gave 
a big boost to rold E. Stassen 
and a heavy jolt to Gov. Dewey,” 
but left Taft “a formidable and ac- 
tive candidate” and “probably 
helped him more than anyone next 
to Stassen.” 

The Omaha World-Herald said 
that “the biond giant from Minne- 
sota put himself among the front 
runners in the Republican race. 
“No longer will patronizing oppo- 
nents refer to him as a boy try- 
ing to get a man’s job. He came 
of age on Tuesday, and win or 
lose hig influence will be felt until 
the final ballot is cast. As for New 
York's Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
. « . however much his defeat may 
be discounted it was still a defeat 
—and a substantial one. . In 
Nebraska, Taft has a chance to 
prove the wiseacres and the poll- 
sters wrong. Nebraska Repub- 
licans will vote for the man they 
deem best qualified to lead the 
party creditably, and to restore 
the luster of the presidency at 
home and abroad.”

Here Are Recipes

HOO FLY PIE and Apple Pan 
S Dowdy, subjects of one of 

those moronic popular songs, 
are really grand old American 
desserts long since forgotten ex- 
cept in a few parts of the coun- 
try where cooking traditions still 
persist. Shoo Fly Pie was 
brought into Pennsylvania by the 
early Dutch settlers and atill can 
be found in certain areas despite 
the inroads made in our national 
eating habits by diet hounds and 
vitamin professors. It is a run- 
ning mate to all the other great 
Dutch dishes, pepper-pot soup, 
scrapple and many others, a 
most neglected field in other parts 
of the country. 

The old Dutch housewife made 
Shoo Fly Pie like this: 

Mix a cup of molasses with a 
cup of water, stir well and let it 
dissolve. Now mix four cups of 
flour with one half a cup of but- 
ter and lard, two cups of sugar, 
a goodly pinch of salt, a teaspoon 
of baking powder and a half a 
teaspoon of cream of tartar. This 
will make a fine crumbly mix- 
ture. Pour the molasses mixture 
into a pie crust in a shallow pan, 
distribute the crumbs evenly over 
the top, dust all with some cin- 
namon and bake in a rather slow 
oven. There you have Shoo Fly 
Pie and don't ask me where the 
name came from. 


Apple Pan Dowdy, of course, is 
much better known and, to my 
notion, much better to eat. It 
covers New England like a tent 
but the old recipe from the state 
of Maine, where it was born, is 
still champion. It goes like this: 

Make a short pie crust and line 
a deep pan. Slice up six or seven 
nice apples and cover the crust. 
Now mix up a half cup of sugar 
with a pinch of cinnamon, a pinch 
of salt and a pinch of nutmeg and 
distribute over the apples, Next 
mix up a half cup of molasses 
with a fourth cup of water and 
a generous lump of butter. Pour 
this over all. Put a crust on the 
top and bake in a hot over, re- 
ducing the heat after 45 minutes. 
When crust is nicely browned, re- 
move and chop the top crust and 
the apples until well mixed. Put 
back in the oven and bake for 
another hour. Now you are ready 
to go. All you need is somé

HILDREN do not come into 
C the world as blank personali- 

ties. They come with minds 
that are equipped for feeling, in- 
terpreting and experiencing. This 
is why the early days and years 
of a little child are of the utmost 
importance in his development. 
He feelx the thoughts of the peo- 
ple who handle him, and those 
thoughts react on him and cause 
his behavior. 

It is important, then, that the 
people who care for the baby +e- 
member that he feels their moods 
and attitudes. Any impatience, 
any roughness in their manage- 
ment of him will frighten him and 
lessen hig faith in them and, con- 
sequently, in others as he is yet 
too young to differentiate one per- 
son from another. Very soon he 
will do so and turn from the one 
who had no patience with him or 
who handled him crudely, and to- 
ward the one whose love for him 
made gentle every gesture.

WHEN in due time, his mother 
takes charge of him, she becomes 
the greatest influence in his life 
and growth. She must guard her 
thoughts, watch her emotions—as 
well as her actions—because every 
thought, every mood seeps through 
to the child.

[ am going to give you what I 
consider the best apple strudel 
recipe in captivity and quit open- 
ing my majl. Here it is: 

Sift one and one-half cups of 
flour and a pinch of salt into a 
bowl. Make a little well in the 
center, put in one beaten egg, a 
third of a cup of lukewarm water 
and two tablespoons of melted 
butter. Now work all this to- 
gether gently and then knead it 
into dough, If should not stick to 
the hands, Put the dough on a 
floured board and .Jet it stand for 
30 minutes. Now, the next opera- 
tion is where thé expert strudel 
maker will have it on you. Cover 
a table with a clean cloth, get 
your hands under the dough and 
gently pull and stretch it until 
it is pulled out very thin. In the 
best strudel circles you are a bum 
if you tear it. 

When your dough is nice and 
thin, melt a fourth of a cup of 
butter and to it add: one-half cup 
of raisins, a hal? a cup of cur- 
rants, a half a cup of chopped 
nuts, three tablespoons of bread- 
crumbs, one half a cup of brown 
sugar, a goodly pinch of cinna- 
mon and the grated rind of a 
half a lemon. Mix well and spread 
on the dough. Fold in the outer 
edges and roll. 

Bake in a hot oven for 10 min- 
utes, reduce the heat and bake 
until nice and brown. Sprinkle 
with confectioner’s sugar. Eat on 
a fine Sunday morning with plenty 
of coffee or, for that matter, eat 
any time with anything. 

Another old timer, this time 
from down. on the farm, is skil- 
let peach cake. It usually appears 
during the peach season but can 
be made. quite handily at any 
time. Like this: 

Melt a fourth of a cup of butter 
in a 10-inch skillet. Sprinkle a 
fourth of a cup of sugar over the 
butter. Now lay peach halves in 
the skillet, cut side down. Sprin- 
kle with another fourth of a cup 
of sugar. Take one and one-fourth 
cups of flour and sift three times 
with two teaspoons of baking pow- 
der, a hefty pinch of salt and two 
teaspoons of sugar. Cut in one 
fourth cup of shortening and add 
two-thirds of a cup of milk. Mix 
well and drop all around the 
peaches, Spread to. cover, Bake 
about 20 minutes in a hot oven. 
serve with heavy cream and 
you've really got something.

Putting the Furnace Away for 
the Summer. 

HERE are a lot of people who 

somewhere have got the im- 

pression that cleaning and pre- 
paring a heating system for the 
summer ig a dirty and nasty job. 
How right they are. It is, how- 
ever, a very easy job because all 
you have to do is remove all the 
soot, all the ash, all the dirt and 
all the rust from all the furnace. 
Then coat all the metal with oil or 
grease. 

If the basement gets damp dur- 
ing the summer months, take the 
stove pipe down, give it a good 
cleaning and store it in a dry 
place. If you have a dry base- 
ment, just give it a good cleaning 
and olling. 


Start cleaning the furnace from 


the top and work down, 

In this way any dirt or soot that 
you don’t get out will fall down 
into the ash pit. Be sure to get 
all the dust and fly ash off the 
heating surfaces. 

Once you've got everything spick 
and span, get an old spray gun, 
fill it with crankcase oil and 
give all the metal a spraying. Bet- 
ter coat the door edges and other 
ground metal surfaces with grease 
so there won’t be any chance of 
corrosion at these vital points. 


Boilers should be full of water | 


during the off season. Do not 
flush out the boiler at this time 
because the water in it has been 


heated and will cause less rusting

Battle in Giant Tobacco Company 


Millions of Dollars Involved in Fight That Started Over Lucky Strike's Advertising ‘Program 
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THE LATE GEORGE WASHING- 
TON HILL... WAS BELIEVER 
IN BLATANT ADVERTISING. |

NEW YORK, April 8. 

HREE weeks ago George 

Washington Hill Jr., son of the 

man whose. belief in loud ad- 
vertising helped to put. Lucky 
Strikes on top of the cigarette 
market, chucked his $230,000-a- 
year job as vice-president of the 
American Tobacco Co. in charge 
of advertising. 

Less than a week later, Manhat- 
tan adman Emerson Foote an- 
nounced that his firm of Foote, 
Cone & Belding, Inc., was tossing 
out of the window the American 
Tobacco Co.’s $12,000,000-a-year ad- 
vertising account. 

Mere mention of the amounts of 
dough involved started widespread 
speculation on what could be go- 
ing on behind the scenes of the 
biggest tobacco company of the 
United States. Hill, Jr., in his 
resignation mentioned his dissatis- 
faction over the fact that “prin- 
ciples and procedures long estab- 
lished in the company and essen- 
tial to effective advertising have 
been departed from.” Foote sec- 
onded Hill’s ideas and although 
he refused to give a bill of par- 
ticulars said: “I think it is per- 
fectly proper for me to say that 
I am in respectful disagreement 
with the manner and the execu- 
tion of the advertising.” 

Still in the dark, folks wondered 
whether the American Tobacco 
Co.’s present president, Vincent 
Riggio, who rose from barbershop 
proprietor to the throne of the 
multi-million dollar tobacco com- 
pany, waa gradually getting ready 
to tone down the technique of 
noisy repetition in Lucky Strike 
radio advertising, do away with 
the auctioneer’s baritone and the 
brassy Lucky Strike orchestra 
with a bunch of musicians playing 
chamber music. .-However no one 
knew. Riggio had no comment 
and Foote and young Hill would 
not elaborate on their “dissatisfac- 
tion.” 

When George Washington Hill 
died a year and a half ago at the 
age of 61 at his Quebec fishing 
camp, he had earned the reputa- 
tion of being ‘the world’s greatest 
advertiser. He had spent more 
money advertising a single prod- 
uct than any other man, That 
product was Lucky AMtrike, on 
which he spent 20,000,000 advertin- 
ing dollars in one year alone and 
on which was largely built the 
$500,000,000-a-year gross business 
the American Tobacco Co, was do- 
ing the time of his death. 

George Washington Hill, a man 
of violent opinions, didn’t mind 
if others thought his tastes vulgar. 
With his “Spit Is a Nasty Word” 
advertising campaign he shocked 
people into buying his Cremo 
cigars. When someone commented 
on the ethics of such advertising, 
Hill said: “We’re commercial. We 
can’t afford to be anything else. 
I don’t have the right to spend the 
stockholders’ money just to enter- 
tain the public.” 

Hill didn’t mind paying huge 
salaries to entertainers but he 
wanted the entertainment done in 
his own way. He liked loud music 
and loud singing. Some singers 
quit because they couldn’t sing as 
fast and loud as he liked. When 
asked about his hiring opera sing- 
er Lawrence Tibbett to sing “Ac- 
centuate the Positive” in the fast 
and loud way Hill liked, he ex- 
plained: “You give the public the 
effect of the man biting the dog.”

His own favorite song was “Over 
There!” sung at lung-bursting vol- 
ume and breath-taking pace. 

A fanatical believer in slogans 
Hill coined most of those used in 
Lucky Strike advertising: 

“It’s Toasted!” 

“Reach for a Lucky instead of 
a sweet!” 

“Sold American.” 


“Nature in the raw is seldom 
mild!’ 

“Lucky Strike Green has gone 
to war!” 

“LS-MFT! LS-MFT! So round, 


so firm, so fully packed!” 

George Washington Hill did 
more to popularize the smoking of 
cigarettes among women than any 
man before him. It was in the fall 
of 1928 that Mr. Hill had his big 
idea. As he often told the story, 
his automobile was halted at a 
street light, when he spied two 
women. One woman—fat and un- 
attractive—was eating what Mr. 
Hill said might have been a pickle 
but which he decided immediately 
must have been candy. The other 
woman was smoking a cigarette. 
For slogan-minded Hill the inci- 
dent was made to order. He 
called in his advertising men, gave 
them his new slogan, “Reach for 
a Lucky instead of a sweet!” and 
his most controversial campaign 
was under way. The candy com- 
panies foamed, Schraf*t stores in 
New York refused to allow 
Luckies to be sold on the prem- 
ises, and Senator Smoot from the 
beet sugar country of Utah de- 
nounced the entire tobacco indus- 
try on the Senate floor. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission finally 
“persuaded” Mr. Hill not to sell 
Luckies as a reducing agent and 
not to run any more testimonials 
by famous women advocating the 
reaching for Luckies inatead of 
aweetsa,

UCKY STRIKES were George 
Washington Hill’s life from the 
day he launched ahem in 1917. 
The name came from a smoking 
tobacco American had acquired in 
1906, as did the colors of the 
package. But George Hill was 
not content. He redesigned the 
package, and spent many hours 
in the factory in Brooklyn around 
the mixing tables, ovens and fla- 
vor sprays. He was looking for 
a distinctive feature to advertise. 
One day, noting the high tempera- 
ture around.the drier where the 
burley was heated, he hit upon 
the slogan that has never been 
discarded: “It’s toasted!” Imme- 
diately Hill fashioned billboards 
and newspaper ads showing a 
piece of toast on a fork and 
Luckies sold 13,000,000 cigarettes 
their first month on the market. 
It was always George Washing- 
ton Hill’s belief that you could sell 
anything with a special merit that 
makes it worthy of and different 
from its competition and that if 
your product has that merit you 
can sell it to anybody who hears

enough of it. He believed in 
Luckies and dinner guests at his 
home who preferred rival brands 
often got a severe lecturing on 
why they should smoke Luckies. 
In his Rolls-Royce he had gold 
frames that held packages of 
Luckies before the eyes of passers- 
by. He even named his dachs- 
hunds Lucky and Strike.

CCENTRIC, but always sure 
ee his own judgment, George 

Washington ‘Hill has in the 
short time since his death already 
become a legend in the advertising 
and radio business. The central 
figure of Frederic Wakeman’s best 
seller, “The Hucksters” has been 
identified by some people as an 
exaggerated caricature of Hill. 
All day and every day he wore his 
hat in the office. His only inter- 
ests outside of promoting his 
wares were salmon fishing and 
dancing. On his estate on the 
Hudson a bronze Bull Durham 
shared honors with a huge statue 
of a Venus de Milo. 

Sometimes criticized for his 
lack of good taste, as when the 
ladies of San Jose demanded that 
American Tobacco remove their 
Bull Durham billboards because 
the ads were an affront to Calli- 
fornia womanhood, George Wash- 
ington Hill could prove that the 
efficiency per dollar of Lucky 
Strike advertising was greater 
than that of competitors. For 
years he kept a chart in the bot- 
tom right-hand drawer of his 
desk. This chart by which he 
steered all his advertising activi- 
ties was his sales curve and by it 
he could tell exactly the costs in 
relation to sales. 

Hill came in for a lot of ribbing 
ever hia raspy radio slogana, but 


he knew how to aell Lueky 


Strikes. And as a clue to the rea-* 


sons for the dispute in which his 
son and the advertising man who 
had held the American Tobacco 
account for 10 years have re- 
signed, sales figures indicate that 
Luckies aren’t selling as well as 
they did when old George Wash- 
ington Hill was still at the helm. 


The explosion caused in the ad- 
vertising and radio worlds by the 
joint resignations of young George 
Washington Hill and Emerson 
Foote as head man of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco account is in the 
“big” tradition in which. the elder 
Hill did business. Once when 
asked if he didn’t sometimes won- 
der over the big salaries paid to 
entertainers like Jack Benny, he 
replied: “When you boil it all 
down, the fellow who is chinchy 
on talent is like the guy who hesi- 
tates to buy circulation and in- 
stead goes to a newsboy and
